The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 4,5,6 and 9 have been cancelled. 

On line 1 of claim 7, "5" has been changed to -2-. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art to Crossley '248 shows that it is well known to have a primary guider 
with plural 45 degree rip guides, as seen in figure 4. 

The prior art to Wilson '813 and Thiriet '665 show that it is well known to have an 
enhancement guider that is angleable to a predetermined angle. 

However, there is no suggestion in the prior art to mount the angleable 
enhancement guider ON the plural-rip-guide primary guider. 
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Also made of record, but not making Applicant's invention obvious, are myriad 
workpiece angling device that are deemed pertinent.
